GEN. WRANGEL, 
' BOLESHVIST FOE, 
DIES IN BRUSSELS 


BRUSSELLS, April 25.—(#)—Baron 
Peter Wrangel, one of the Russian 
leaders who unsuccessfully tried to 
halt Bolshevism, died at. m. to- 


,Gen. Wrangel was about fifty years 
old. He reached the height of his fame 
in 1920 when he led his armies against 
the Bolshevik government of Russia 
and for a time won battle after battle. 

The foe of the Soviets was of Swed- 
ish descent but was born in Russia. 
He was massive in stature, being six 
feet eight inches tall. He was edu- 
cated as a mining engineer, but en- 
listed as a private in the Norse guards 
in 1901. He was promoted to a lieu- 
tenancy, but resigned. He enlisted 
again at the outbreak of the Russo- 
Japanese war and was twice promoted 
for bravery. At the outbreak of the 
world war he was a captain of cavalry. 
He was soon promoted to a coloneicy 
and made an aid to the czar, later be- 
coming commander of a Cossack regi- 
ment from which he rapidly rose to a 
major general. 

After the edivedattin he retired to the 
Crimea,.where he was arrested by the 
Boisheviki and narrowily escaped exe- 
cution. He then joined with Gen. 
Denekine in the attempt of the south 
of Russia to overcome the Bolshevists, 
and when Denekine was forced to leave 
Russia in 1920 he was made com- 
mander-in-chief of the armies opposed 
te the soviet.. Following his downfall 
he went to Sweden and then to Bel- 
gium.

Be Partisans, Women Voters Told; 
Dodge Birth Control, Prohibition 


perennial problem of adding 
birth control to the study pro- 
gram of the National League of 
Women Voters received its peren- 
nial answer yesterday—rejection. That 


mittee, at which Mrs. Percy T. Walden 
of New Haven presided. Delegates 
from eighteen states voted, 15 to 3, 
against the proposal. 

Hardly had that action been made 
known when if was announced that 
an equally important topic, prohibi- 
tion, had been crossed off the pro- 
spectiye program by decision of the 
committee against the advisability of 
adding the eighteenth amendment to 
the study program. Mrs. Roscoe An- 
derson of St. Louis is chairman. 

In both instances committee action 
precludes the possibility of either sub- 
ject being brought into the conven- 
tion proper, which opéns today. 


Mrs. Wells Eagleton of New Jersey, 
well known in the east as a proponent 
of the birth contgol movement, led the 
fight to have it. submitted to the 
league as a whole.
